Leading  La  Salle  to 
more  wins  than  any 
other  coach,  William 
"Speedy"  Morris  enters 
his  14th  season  in 
charge  ol  the  Explorers' 
men's  basketball  team. 

Mmris  gained  his 
200th  win  with  the 
nun's  program  on  Janu- 
ary 27,  1998  in  a  72-68 
victory  at  Virginia  Tech. 
He  became  the  sixth  Philadelphia  Big  Five 
coach  to  reach  that  mark. 

The  16th  coach  at  La  Salle,  Morris 
enters  this  season  with  a  215-169  (.561) 
record,  but  including  his  stint  as  La  Salle 
women's  coach  (43-17)  and  high  school 
boys'  coach  (388-96),  his  overall  coaching 
mark  is  646-282  (.696). 

Hired  at  La  Salle  in  1984  as  the  first 
lull-time  women's  coach,  Morris  recorded 
the  highest  winning  percentage  (.717)  of 
La  Salle  women's  coaches.  After  two  sea- 
sons, he  was  named  the  Explorers'  men's 
coach  and  became  the  first  coach  in  NCAA 
Division  I  history  to  go  from  head  coach  of 
a  women's  program  to  the  same  position  in 
a  men's  program. 

Morris  has  guided  La  Salle  into  the 
NCAA.  Tournament  four  times  (1992,  1990, 
1989,  1988)  and  twice  into  the  NIT  (1991, 
1987),  including  a  runner-up  finish  in 
1986-87,  his  first  season.  In  his  first  six  sea- 
sons as  men's  coach,  the  Explorers  quali- 
fied for  a  postseason  berth.  While  the 
Explorers  were  members  of  the  Metro 
Atlantic  Athletic  Conference,  the  team  won 
the  tournament  title  four  times  and  were 
co-champions  in  the  regular  season 
another  time. 

Over  the  vears,  Morris  has  received 
many  honors.  Twice  he  won  or  shared  the 
MAAC  Coach  of  the  Year  award.  He  was 
also  named  the  1989  and  1990  District  3 
Coach  ol  the  Year  bv  the  National  Associa- 
tion  ol    Basketball  Coaches   (NABC)   and 


was  voted  the  Eastern  Coach  of 
the  Year  in  1990.  He  was 
named  the  Philadelphia  Big  5 
Coach  of  the  Year  three  times 
by  the  Philadelphia  B'nai 
B'rith  Sports  Lodge.  In  Sep- 
tember 1995,  Morris  was 
inducted  into  the  Pennsylvania 
Sports  Hall  of  Fame. 

The  1990  NCAA  Tourna- 
ment victory  over  Southern 
Mississippi  in  Hartford  on 
March  15  was  Morris'  100th  as  La  Salle's 
men's  coach.  Only  three  other  Division  I 
coaches  have  won  100  games  in  their  first 
four  seasons  —  current  Syracuse  coach  Jim 
Boeheim,  North  Carolina  State's  legendary 
coach  of  the  '40s  and  early  '50s,  Everett 
Case,  and  Roy  Williams  of  Kansas,  who 
achieved  the  mark  after  Morris. 

The  1989-90  campaign  was  a  historical 


In-lili^lit  for  La  Salle.  In  addition  to  post- 
ing the  school's  best-ever  30-2  record  (29-1 
during  the  regular-season),  La  Salle  ran  oil 
22  consecutive  victories,  a  school  record, 
going  from  Jan.  6  through  a  79-75  loss  to 
Clemson  in  the  NCAA  Tournament  on 
March  17  without  a  loss. 

In  1991-92,  Morris  led  La  Salle  to  its 
sixth  straight  post-season  appearance  and 
its  fourth  Metro  Atlantic  Athletic  Confer- 
ence (MAAC)  and  NCAA  appearance  in 
five  years.  The  Explorers'  exciting  last- 
second  victory  over  Manhattan  in  the 
MAAC  final  and  their  heart-breaking,  two- 
point  loss  to  Seton  Hall  in  the  NCAA  Tour- 
nament were  two  of  college  basketball's 
most-watched  games  during  March  Madness. 

While  the  women's  coach,  Morris  took 
the  Explorers  to  the  NCAA  Tournament  in 
1985-86,  after  winning  the  MAAC  title,  and 
finished  the  season  with  a  21-9  record.

Roland  Houston 

The  distance  between  Martin  Luther  King 
High  in  Philadelphia  to  La  Salle  Univer- 
sity is  approximately  five  miles.  It  took 
Roland  Houston  17  years  to  make  die  trip. 

Houston,  who  joined  Speedy  Morris' 
Explorer  staff  in  mid-September,  has  done 
quite  a  bit  of  traveling  since  his  high  school 
graduation  in  1982.  That  travel  took  him  to 
the  Universitv  of  Rhode  Island,  and  such 


overseas  basketball  stops  as  Nice,  LeMans 
and  Limoges,  all  in  France,  then  on  to  Spain, 
Argentina  and  Israel. 

Among  his  most  memorable  visits  was  to 
Limoges,  where  he  caught  up  with  an  old 
friend  and  rival,  former  La  Salle  and  West 
Catholic  High  great  Michael  Brooks,  who 
still  maintains  residence  in  France. 

"Michael  and  I  had  played  against  each 
other  and  with  each  other  a  good  while  back 
in  Philadelphia  and  it  was  great  being  with 
him  and  competing  with  and  against  him," 
Houston  said. 

When  he  enrolled  at  Rhode  Island,  his 
coach  was  Jack  Kraft,  who  had  coached  Vil- 
lanova  to  1 1  post-season  tournaments  before 
heading  to  New  England. 

"I  was  the  first  player  coach  Kraft  took 
from  Philadelphia,"  the  39-year-old  Houston 
said,  "and  I  still  try  to  stay  in  touch  with  him 
since  he's  not  too  far  away  down  in  Stone 
Harbor  (New Jersey)." 

At  Rhode  Island,  in  what  was  then 
called  the  Eastern  8  before  becoming  the 
Atlantic   10,  Houston  played  four  seasons, 


started  foi  three  and  was  captain  in  his  se- 
nior year.  But  all  of  his  time  wasn't  taken  up 
with  hoops.  As  a  communication  major,  he 
wrote  for  die  school  newspaper,  produced 
jazz  shows  and  did  an  occasional  stint  on  the 
campus  station. 

While  overseas,  he  got  a  taste  of  coach- 
ing and  the  business  side  of  basketball,  so 
when  he  returned  to  the  United  States,  he 
was  prepared  for  life  after  playing.  He  be- 
came involved  in  several  ventures,  includ- 
ing acting  as  a  consultant  for  NBA  players 
and  would-be  NBA  players.  But  he  always 
had  his  eyes  on  getting  into  coaching  full 
tilt  and  that's  where  he  is  now,  working  with 
Morris,  fellow  assistants  Jim  Phillips  and 
John  Gallagher,  and  administrative  assis- 
tant Rich  Prendergast. 

Born  in  South  Philadelphia,  Houston 
transferred  from  Southern  High  to  Martin 
Luther  King  early  in  his  career  and  contin- 
ued on  his  journey  which  has  now  taken 
him,  wife  Lisa  and  two-year-old  daughter 
Zuri  to  La  Salle  Universitv. 


Jim  Phillips 

Jim  Phillips,  a  La  Salle  University  stu- 
dent basketball  manager  from  1990-91 
to  1993-94  under  head  coach  "Speedy" 
Mortis,  is  in  his  second  year  as  an  assistant 
coach  on  Morris'  staff. 

Since  graduating  from  La  Salle  with  a 
B.S.  in  business  in  1994,  Phillips  has 
coached  in  the  college  and  high  school 
ranks  as  well  as  conducting  camps  and  clin- 


ics in  the  off-season.  He  served  one  year  as 
an  assistant  at  Clarion  (PA)  University, 
working  under  head  coach  Ron  Righter,  a 
former  St.  Joseph's  University  standout. 

Phillips  returned  to  The  William  Penn 
Charter  School,  his  high  school  alma 
mater,  and  for  three  years  was  assistant  var- 
sity and  head  junior  varsity  coach  under 
Bill  Gallagher. 

He  also  has  been  a  teacher  in 
Philadelphia  and  its  suburbs.  For  two  years, 
he  taught  at  the  Warren  G.  Harding  Middle 
School  in  the  Philadelphia  Public  School 
system  and  later  was  a  mathematics  teacher 
at  The  Woodlynne  School  in  Stratford,  PA.

Tom  Gola,  plain  and  simple,  put  La 
Salle  basketball  on  the  map.  Widely 
regarded  as  the  premier  college 
player  of  his  time,  Gola  led  the  Explorers  to 
the  1952  NIT  and  1954  NCAA  Champi- 
onships. A  scorer  bodi  inside  and  outside,  he 
averaged  20.9  points  and  19.0  rebounds  in 
his  four-year  career.  A  three-time  collegiate 
Ail-American,  Gola  played  in  the  NBA  with 
the  Philadelphia  and  San  Francisco  Warriors 
and  New  York  Knicks  and  was  named  All-Pro 
five  times.  Gola  added  to  his  La  Salle  glory  as 
head  coach  of  the  1968-69  Explorers  who  fin- 
ished 23-1  and  was  the  second  ranked  team 
in  the  nation.

A  consensus  All-American,  Brooks  is 
the  school's  2nd  all-time  leading 
scorer  and  21th  on  the  NCAA  ca- 
reer scoring  list.  He  held  the  school  mark 
for  most  points  in  a  game  with  51  in  a  triple 
overtime  contest  at  Brigham  Young  on  Dec. 
15,  1979,  until  Kareem  Townes  scored  52 
against  Loyola  (111.)  on  Feb.  4,  1995,  at  the 
Philadelphia  Civic  Center.  A  spectacular 
combination  of  strength  and  grace  high- 
lighted Brooks'  play  as  did  his  intelligence 
on  the  court.  In  1980,  Brooks  was  named 
Captain  of  the  United  States  Olympic 
Team  and  East  Coast  Conference  Player  of 
the  Year.

Gola,  Grekin  MVPs  as 

La  Salle  Tops  Dayton 

To  Win  NIT  Championship 

In  the  early  days  of  post-season 
basketball  tournaments  -  in  the  late 
1930s  through  the  middle  '50s  -  the 
National  Invitation  Tournament  was  at 
least  on  a  par  with,  and  perhaps  superior 
to,  the  still-emerging  NCAA  Tournament. 
So,  when  the  La  Salle  Explorers  romped 
through  Seton  Hall,  St.  John's,  Duquesne 
and  Dayton  to  capture  the  1952 
championship,  it  was  a  feat  of  national 
basketball  importance. 

La  Salle,  coached  bv  future  Hall  of 
Famer  Ken  Loeffler,  had  entered  the  NIT 
as  an  unseeded  team  and  had  to  get  by 
Seton  Hall's  powerful  Pirates,  led  by 
seven-footer  Walter  Dukes  and  an 
exceptional  guard  in  Richie  Regan.  But 
La  Salle  freshman  Tom  Gola  and  junior 
Fred  Iehle  hit  for  30  and  25  points 
respectively,  with  Iehle  pouring  in  20  in 
the  first  half. 

Gola  had  19  rebounds  and  six  assists 
and  junior  Norm  Grekin  grabbed  15 
boards.  In  a  game  that  was  described  as 
one  of  the  best  in  the  NIT's  14-year 
history,  the  margin  was  never  more  than 
four  points,  as  a  capacity  crowd  of  18,422 
wildly  cheered  on  both  teams  in  New 
York's  old  Madison  Square  Garden 

In  the  quarter-finals,  Grekin,  playing 
his  way  toward  a  share  of  tournament  MVP 
honors    with    Gola,     tallied     17     points 


and  had  16  rebounds  in  a  51-45  victors 
over  local  favorite  St.  John's.  And  Grekin 
again  played  a  big  role  in  the  59-46  romp 
over  the  Sihugo  Green-led  Duquesne 
Dukes,  rated  by  many  as  the  top  team  in 
the  tournament.  Grekin  had  21  points  and 
10  rebounds,  Gola  contributed  14 
rebounds  and  10  points  and  sophomore 
Jackie  Moore  added  12  points  and  11 
rebounds. 

Then  came  the  championship  game 
against  a  tall  and  talented  Dayton  Flyers 
team,  and  it  was  no  contest.  Led  by  Gola, 
Iehle  and  playmaking  captain  Buddy 
Donnelly,  the  Explorers  built  a  38-30  half- 
time  lead,  then  wrapped  up  the  title  with 
a  37-34  second-half  advantage.  Grekin, 
Gola  and  Moore  were  named  to  the  All- 
Tournament  team,  and  the  Olympic  Trials 
were  just  ahead. 

At  that  time,  the  Olympic  squad  was 
picked  from  team  trials  rather  than 
individuals  as  is  done  today.  In  those 
Trials,  La  Salle  again  defeated  St.  John's, 
71-62,  but  bowed  to  Clyde  Lovellette  and 
the  Kansas  Jayhawks,  70-65,  and  fell 
before  the  Phillips  Oilers,  an  AAU 
powerhouse. 

Between  the  NIT  and  the  Olympic 
Trials,  the  team,  the  school  and  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  received  notice  from  all 
around  the  country.  And  coach  Loeffler 
had  this  praise  for  the  team  in  an  article 
that  appeared  in  the  La  Salle  Collegian: 

"This  was  a  new  team,  a  young  team, 
like  a  child  in  fact.  It  first  had  to  walk.  As 


any  child  would,  it  fell  a  few  times.  It 
gradually  learned  to  walk,  then  to  run. 
Against  Seton  Hall,  it  found  it  could  jump 
as  well  as  run." 

And  Ken  could  have  added:  "All   the 
way  Ki  a  national  championship."

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The  University 


La  Salic  University  is  a  liberal  arts  insti- 
tution that  combines  the  best  of  all  ed- 
ucational worlds.  With  approximately 
3,100  undergraduates  and  nearly  another 
3,000  graduate  students  attending  classes, 
the  University  offers  a  pleasant  environ- 
ment within  close  proximity  to  Philadel- 
phia's cultural,  social  and  historic  centers. 

Founded  by  the  Christian  Brothers  in 
1863,  La  Salle  is  named  for  St.  John  Baptist 
de  La  Salle,  the  patron  saint  of  teaching. 
Starting  as  a  one  building  academy  in  cen- 
ter city  Philadelphia,  La  Salle  is  now  a 
110-acre  campus  in   Philadelphia's  Ger- 
mantown  section,  six  miles  from  Center 
City. 

The  La  Salle  day  and  evening  faculty 
numbers  some  400,  and  the  University  of- 
fers nearly  50  programs  of  study.  With  a 
student-faculty  ratio  of  14-to-l  and  an  av- 
erage class  size  of  20,  students  can  be  as- 
sured of  as  much  personal  guidance  as 
needed  from  faculty  members.  This  com- 
mitment to  the  individual  has  always  been 
a  major  tenet  of  the  Christian  Brothers' 
approach  to  education. 

La  Salle's  curriculum  requires  the 
completion  of  120  credits,  but  allows 
wide  flexibility  in  choosing  courses.  A 
limited  number  of  requirements  in  Eng- 
lish composition,  literature,  philosophy 
and  religion  provide  greater  opportunity 
for  depth  outside  the  student's  major 
field.  The  number  of  courses  required  by 
a  department  of  its  major  never  exceeds 
17,  leaving  eight  to  10  courses  as  free 
electives  that  may  be  used  to  build  a  strong 
minor/dual  major  or  to  diversify  one's 
background. 

Various  independent  study  programs 
provide  the  students  with  greater  options. 
A  nationally-recognized  Honors  Program 
is  available  for  gifted  students.  "La  Salle  in 
Europe"  offers  students  the  opportunity  to 
spend  either  their  sophomore  or  junior 
year  at  the  University  of  Fribourg.  in 
Switzerland,  while  receiving  full  academic 
credit  at  La  Salle.  Programs  are  also  avail- 
able for  a  semester  or  a  year  of  study  in 
Spain. 

Among  the  major  buildings  on  campus 


are:  the  Connellv  Library;  the  Roland  Hol- 
royd  Science  (.enter  with  facilities  for  study 
and  research  in  Biochemistry,  Biology, 
Chemistry,  Environmental  Science,  Geol- 
ogy and  Psychology;  the  Olney  Hall  class- 
room building,  and  the  College  Union 
which  houses  offices  for  most  student  ac- 
tivities and  clubs  and  is  the  main  meeting 
place  on  campus. 

The  athletic  department  is  housed  in 
Hayman  Center,  a  building  which  under- 
went a  $6.3  million  renovation.

a  sauna,  squash  courts  and  a  medical  train- 
ing area. 

La  Salle  students  come  from  33  states 
and  18  countries.  La  Salle  houses  approxi- 
mately 1,800  resident  students  in  13  resi- 


dence halls  and  three  apartment  com- 
plexes. More  than  75  percent  of  the  stu- 
dent body  plan  graduate  or  professional 
work  in  their  fields,  with  more  than  1 ,200 
degrees  conferred  annually.

Dr.  Thomas  Brennan  has  ushered  in  a  new 
era  ill  l.a  Salic  Athletics  that  began  when 
he  became  the  school's  fifth  Director  of 

Intercollegiate  Athletics  and  Recreation  on  Sep- 
tember 18,  1997. 

He  guides  the  school's  2.'Vsport  Division  I 
athletic  program  as  the  university  enters  its  fifth 
season  in  the  Atlantic  10  Conference,  and  as 
football  enters  its  third  season  since  its  revival, 
and  first  in  the  MAAC  Football  League. 
Dr.  Brennan  was  instrumental  in  facilitating  the 
return  of  the  Explorer  basketball  teams  to  their 
full-time  home  court  at  the  renovated  Tom  Gola 
Arena  in  the  Havman  Center.  The  project 
increased  seating  capacity  from  1,000  to  4,000. 
"La  Salle  has  proven  to  be  successful  in  the 
Atlantic  10,  and  I  am  excited  to  lead  the  de- 
partment into  the  next  millennium."  Brennan 
said.  "You  must  have  integrity  in  vour  program. 
you  must  have  a  program  which  emphasizes  the 
educational  mission' of  athletics.  You  must  also 
strive  for  excellence  in  the  athletic  arena.  I 
know  that  these  are  all  important  at  La  Salle 
and  that  is  what  attracted  me." 

Since  coming  to  La  Salle,  Brennan  has  re- 
organized many  areas  within  the  Athletic  De- 


partment,  including  the  forma- 
tion of  the  Explorer  Club,  a 
fundi  aising  booster  group 
made  up  of  staff,  alumni  and 
friends.  He  has  guided  the 
school's  entrance  into  the 
Metro  Atlantic  Athletic  Confer- 
ence  Football  League. 

Brennan  has  also  provided 
needed  leadership  in  Fund  De- 
velopment and  Outreach  activi- 
ties. During  his  tenure,  the  Tom 
Gola  Arena  has  been  dedicated, 
the  Alumni  Hall  of  Athletes  area 
has  been  renovated  and  the  Ath- 
letic Sponsorship  and  Corpo- 
rate Partners  Program  has  been  introduced. 
He  has  contributed  to  the  revival  of  the 
Philadelphia  Big  5  Basketball  Program  and  has 
established  a  highly  formal  Youth  Outreach  and 
Community  Service  program. 

Under  Brennan 's  guidance.  La  Salle  was 
selected  as  one  of  only  20  schools  that  have 
been  selected,  by  the  NCAA,  to  participate  in  a 
national  program  with  the  Big  Brothers/Big  Sis- 
ters Organization  (Campus  Pals).   Brennan  is  a 


member  of  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee for  the  Philadelphia  Sports 
Congress  and  has  served  as  the 
chair  for  the  Atlantic  10  Confer- 
ence Post-Graduate  Scholarship 
committee,  the  Women's  Basketball 
committee,  and  the  Student- 
Athlete  Advisory  Council. 

Brennan  was  the  Adiletic  Di- 
rector at  San  Jose  State  University 
from  1990-97,  moving  the  school 
from  the  Big  West  Conference  to 
the  Western  Adiletic  Conference. 
During  his  administration,  gradua- 
tion rates  for  student-athletes  more 
than  doubled,  participation  by 
women  in  intercollegiate  athletics  nearly  dou- 
bled, and  the  university  was  recognized  for  Tide 
IX  compliance  efforts  by  the  Office  of  Civil 
Rights  of  the  U.S.  Department  of  Education.  In 
addition,  annual  athletic  contributions  in- 
creased three-fold,  while  $6  million  was  raised 
for  a  new  field  house  and  administrative 
complex. 

Prior  to  being  die  Athledc  Director  at  San 
Jose,  Brennan  was  the  Director  of  Athletics  at 
Loyola  College  in  Maryland  from  1986-90.  Dur- 
ing that  time,  Brennan  successfully  moved  Loy- 
ola from  the  Northeast  Conference  into  the 
MAAC.  The  Greyhounds  became  national  con- 
tenders in  men's  and  women's  lacrosse  and 
men's  soccer.  Loyola  placed  the  men's  basket- 
ball games  on  a  commercial  radio  and  televi- 
sion network  for  the  first  time  ever.  While  at 
Loyola,  Brennan  was  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  for  the  Mankind  Special  Olympics. 

From  1980-86,  Brennan  worked  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  New  Mexico,  first  as  Assistant  Athletics 
Director  and  then  Associate  Athletics  Director 
for  Advancement.  At  the  time  of  his  departure, 
he  oversaw  the  fundraising,  media  relations, 
sponsorship,  marketing,  sales  and  athletic 
alumni  efforts.  Part  of  his  duties  included  es- 
tablishing a  statewide  radio  and  television  net- 
work. Prior  to  that,  he  oversaw  the  NCAA  com- 
pliance program  for  the  school  and  handled 
the  academic  support  area  of  the  department. 
Brennan  also  earned  a  faculty  position  in  the 
school's  Graduate  Program  in  Athletic  Adminis- 
tration. 

His  athletic  administration  career  began  at 
Syracuse  University,  where  he  was  Academic  Co- 
ordinator for  the  adiletic  department,  serving 
as  a  liaison  with  the  school's  central  administra- 
tion, deans,  department  heads  and  coaches. 
Syracuse  was  recognized  at  the  time  by  the 
NCAA  as  haring  one  of  the  top  10  student- 
athlete  graduation  rates  in  the  country. 

A  1973  graduate  of  LeMoyne  College  in 
Svracu.se.  NY,  Brennan  went  on  to  earn  Master's 
.ui<\  Doc  total  degrees  in  Higher  Education  Ad- 
ministration from  Syracuse  University.  A  native 
of  Brooklyn,  NY,  Brennan  and  his  wife  Ellen 
are  the  parents  of  Maggie  (11),  Tim  (9),  and 
Kate  (5).
